CONGRESS WILL © 
DEFEND NEGROES 


Action of the Southern States 
in Disfranchising Blacks 
Is Sure to Be 

Noticed. 


NATION TO INTERFERE. 


Government Has the Power to 
Reduce Representation in 
Places Where Vote 
Is Restricted. 


EFFECT OF PRESENT LAWS. 


Washington, D. C., March 17.—[Special.]— 
One Southern State after another has dis- 
franchised the negro until the matter has 
become so serious that Congress will almost 
certainly be obliged to take action. In each 
case hitherto there has been the excuse that 
the intelligent white people could not afford 
to be dominated by the ignorant blacks, and 
that the restriction of the right of suffrage 
was manifestly in the interest of good gov- 
ernment. 

The fear of negro domination ts a pressing 
one in the South, and many good Republicans 
in Congress have looked with somewhat len- 
lent eyes on the Southern way of disfran- 
chisement. In each case there was an effo 
to keep well within the lines of the law, 
but im several instances, notably in North 
Carolina, the work of disfranchisement was 
carried out in such a way as to affect the 
negroes, and not the ignorant whites. There 
and in some other States the right of suf- 
frage is made dependent upon the hereditary 
possession of intelligence, or, in other words, 
@ man cannot vote if his father could not 
read. 

Now this mania for @isfranchising the 
negro has become manifested in Maryland. 
This is a border State, where there never 
has been any danger of negro domination, 
and the application of the cotton State prin- 
ciple of disfranchising the negro has been 
made absolutely for political reasons and 
for the express benefit of ex-Senator Gor- 
man,:one of the most unscrupulous political 
bosses in the United States. 


Congress Sure to Interfere. 

This has opened the eyes of many luke- 
warm Republicans in Congress, and they 
already are casting about to see what they 
can do to put a stop to this evil, and par- 
ticularly to punish or prevent such an at- 
tack upon the spirit of the constitution, of 
which the Democratic party has always con- 
sidered itself the special custodian. 

The most natural and, in fact, the simplest 
remedy is to reduce the apportienment of 

tatives in Congress and of Electors 
in those States which deprive the negro 
of the right of voting. The power of Con- 
gress to do this is beyond all question, as 
it was established by the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution. This amendment 
was passed for the express purpose of pre- 
venting the Southern States from doing the 
thing they are now attempting to do. Sec- 
tion II. of the fourteenth amendment reads 
as follows: 

“ Representatives shall be apportioned 
among the several States according to their 
respective numbers, counting the whole 
‘number of persons in each State, excluding 
Indians not taxed. Bat when the right to 
vote at any election for the choice of Elec- 
tors for President and Vice President of 
the United States, Representatives in Con- 
gress, the executive and judicial officers 
of the State, or the members of the Legis- 
lature thereof, is denied to any of the male 
inhabitants of such State, being 21 years 
of age, and citizens of the United States, 
or in any way abridged, except for partici- 
pation in rebellion or other crime, the basis 
of representation therein shall be reduced in 
the proportion which the number of such 
male citizens shall bear to the whole num- 
ber of male citizens 21 years of age in such 
State.”’ 

Has Power to Strike States. 

Under this section of the constitution it is 
mot necessary that the disfranchisement 
should be on account of “ race, color, or pre- 
vious condition of servitude,” as is necessary 
for action under the fifteenth amendment. 
On the contrary, Congress merely has to 
determine for itself to what extent men are 
prevented from voting, whether on educa- 
tional or property or other tests. 

Representative Crumpacker of Valparaiso, 
Ind., introduced a bill to do this very thing, 
but it was not considered wise to press it 
at the session just closed, because it would 
interfere with the passage of any apportion- 
ment bill. At the next session, however, 
there is no limitation of time upon Congress, 
and it is the purpose of several of the Re- 
publican leaders to take up the disfranchise- 
ment question then. 

There is scarcely any doubt that if the 
Southern States find themselves cut off from 
members of the House and from their norma] 
share in the election of a President they 
speedily will repeal the obnoxious laws which 
have become so popular in every State where 
the negro is an important political factor. 


South Carolina Takes Lead. 

Columbia, 8. C., March 17.—[Special.}]— 
South Carolina has been one of the pioneer 
States of the union in the matter of election 
laws doing away with the predominant negro 
vote. In 1895 the constitutional convention 
was held here and a suffrage clause was 
adopted which effectively relegated to the 
rear the negro votes. The next session of 
the General Assembly following the. conven- 
tion enacted the proper registration laws, 
and today there are not more than 15,00v 
negroes registered inthe State. The suffrage 
laws of this State have been through the 
mill of the United States courts and have 
stood all tests. Today they are the model 
upon which other States are basing like pro- 
Visions. 

The provisions of the constitution were 
simple. For a short period an understand- 
ing clause was in force. In other words, 
persons who could explain portions of the 
constitution to the satisfaction of the super- 
visors of registration were given certificates. 
After a year, however, the qualifications for 
suffrage settleqd down to educational quali- 
fications or property qualifications, and to- 
day and henceforth these are the backbone 
elements of the suffrage laws in this State. 

As the thing stands education is the only 
hope the negro has of ever rising to a po- 
sition of political power in South Carolina. 
That he is seeking education is shown by 
the many educational institutions now in 
operation in the State, the State itself hav- 
ing years ago established a State colored 
college, which is attended by some 400 or

MINISTER FROM PEKIN REPLIES 
IN RIDDLES. 


Is on His Way te Chicago to Make the 
Ceonvecation Address at Dr. Har- 
per’s University—Seeks for Infor- 
mation. of Various Kinds, but De- 
elines to Yield Any—Displays Deep 
Interest in Roof of Railway Car and 


American Ingenuity.

On Board the Lake Shore Express, Erie, 
Pa., March 17.—[(Special.)—Wu Ting Fang, 
diplomat, gentleman, Chinaman—he glories 
in the latter distinction—will arrive in Chi- 
cago Monday morning. He is coming as the 
guest of the University of Chicago and will 
deliver the convocation address at Dr. Har- 
per's inetitute of learning. 

Minister Wu has earned a national reputa- 
tion as a speaker and after-dinner orator, 
but since a recent unfortunate experience in 
New York, where he was misquoted by a re- 
porter, he has reserved all his eloquence 
for public occasions. 


Declines to Answer Questions. 


Tohight he dodged with Oriental skill and 
suavity a number of questions fired at him 
by curious fellow-passengers on the train, 
and his diplomatic taciturnity makes the pro- 
verbial cham seem eloquent by comparison. 

Mr. Wu, however, hada few pleasant words 
to say about Chicago, the university, and Dr. 
Harper even though the memory of his pre- 
ceding visit to Chicago is one big, persistent 
downpour of rain. 


Pleasure in Chicago Visit. 

“It is a real pleasure to be invited to Chi- 
cago,” said he to a correspondent of Tux 
Trisune. “I am to speak at the convo— 
what's that you call it—exercises at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, and I feel sure that my 
welcome will repay me for my trip. Presi- 
dent Harper invited me to come. He isa fine 
man.’ 

With this conclusion, Minister Wu turned 
his eyes to a bunch of cherubs which orna- 
mented a panel of his stateroom and asked 
whether they were carved or stamped. 

“You Americans are so ingenious,” he re- 
flected. 

** What do you think of the Czar’s purposes 
in Manchuria?” asked a St. Paul druggist. 

“Such an ingenious race; such pretty 
cherubs,” said Mr. Wu, with his eyes fastened 
on the panel. 

“Do you regard America as the friend of 
the Chinese empire?’ 

** Stamped or pressed?” asked Mr. Wu of 
himself. ‘‘ At any rate they are pretty.” 


Diligently Studies Cherubs. 


‘* But, Mr. Wu,” asked a Chicago man who 
had edged to the front of the curious crowd 
that had gathered at the Chinese Minister’s 
door, ‘‘ what do you think of the recent burn- 
ing of a negro in Texas? You were quoted 
as saying that yeur own Boxers were no 
worse than some of our Americans.” 

Beautiful cherubs,” soliloquized Mr. Wu. 

The Chinese Minister smoothed his silken 
robe and them asked who made the car in 
which he was traveling. Somebody said 
something about trusts. - :

Straightening his cap, which had slid to one 
side during the diplomat’s admiraton of the 
carved figures on the panel, Mr. Wu left his 
seat in the stateroom and traveled to the 
front end of the car, where a negro was 
cooking a steak in the buffet. 


Takes Refuge in Stateroom. 


“Such ingenious people,” he remarked, 
after contemplating the cupboard kitchen, 
and n, without further ado, Mr. Wu made 
straight for his room and locked the door. 

An hour later Minister Wu reappeared. 

Frankly,”’ he said, I am more than glad 
to be accorded the privilege of visiting Chi- 
cago. I have the highest admiration for the 
people of the city, and cannot fail to recog- 
nize it as one of the great municipalities of 
the world. President Harper is a man of 
great energy—a successful college President, 
as I take it, and it is my pleasure to be al- 
lowed to address his young men and women.”’ 


Plans for Mr. Wu in Chicago. . 

The first commencement exercises of the 
century at the University of Chicago, to be 
held tomorrow, will be made memorable by 
the presence_of Chinese Minister Wu Ting 
Fang and the announcement by President 
Harper of enlarged plans for the university, 
consequent upon the acquisition of the 
Blaine School of Pedogogy. It is also ru- 
morea’ on the campus that another gift from 
Mr. Rockefeller will be announced, to be 
used in firmly establishing the Blaine School. 

Minister Wu is expected to arrive from 
Buffalo on the Lake Shore at7:l5a.m. After 
spending the forenoon resting he will go to 
the Chicago club for luncheon with Charles 
L. Hutchinson, a member of the university 
Board of Trustees. ® 
- The afternoon will be spent in sightseeing, 
after which Minister Wu will take dinner at 
the home of Professor J. Laurence Laughlin. 
In the evening he will be the chief guest 
at President Harper’s reception in Haskell 
Hall. At this event the students and mem- 
bers of the faculty will be present to make 
the acquaintance of the distinguished visitor. 
The university band will play several airs 
and the Quadrangle Chorus from the wom- 
en's dormitories will sing. The deans and 
their wives, together with President Harper 
and Minister Wu, will be in the receiving 
line. 

Minister Wu on Tuesday noon will be the 
guest at a luncheon at the Union League 
club with President Harper. At3p. m. the 
convocation exercises will be held in Stude- 
baker Theater, and the Minister will make 
his addréss on “ Chinese C§vilization.’’ Even 
this will not end his labors, as he will be 
called upon toattend the congregation dinner 
at the Quadrangle club in the evening’? 

Wednesday will be given up to seeing what- 
ever sights the Minister may wish to see. 


Dr. Harper to Make Statement. 


Dr. Harper's quarterly statement at the 


convocation is expected to contain details 


concerning the plans for conducting the 
Blaine School in connection with the uni- 
versity. As at present contemplated, the new 
building for the Blaine School will house four 
schools, the Dewey Preparatory School, the 
Chicago Manual Training School, the South 
Side Academy, and the Blaine School of 
Pedagogy. The acquisition of so many in- 
terests will require the annual expenditure 
of $100,000, a larger sum than the endowment 
provided by Mrs. Emmons Blaine will yield. 
It is rumored that on his recent visit to Mr. 
Rockefeller Dr. Harper secured assurances 
of enough additional funds to meet all de- 
ficiencies in this endowment. When Dr. 
Harper went to New York it was officially 
stated that he went to secure the “ approv- 
al’’ of the founder to the new project of con- 
solidation. It is said that this * approval "’ 
meant Mr. Rockefeller’s signature to a good- 
sized check. 

The South Academy is the latest institution 
to be included in the consolidation scheme. 
The academy owns no property except a sup- 
ply of school furniture, and at present oc-

The leader struck her on 
the head with the revolver and they dragged 
her into the alley to a garbage box. 

Then the three men threw the helpless 
woman on the box and tore the rings from her 
hands. They tore her clothing in their search 
for money, but found little. Disgusted with 
their small booty, the men struck Mrs.’ Oster- 
strom several blows, threw her into the gar- 
bage box and fied. 3 


_Woman’s Ribs and Nose Broken. 
After she had. been placed in the box Mrs. 
Osterstrom lay for nearly fifteen minutes 


} in a stupor. After being released she made | 
her way with difficulty to her home, where 


she fell unconscious. Physicians were sent 
for and found Mrs. Osterstrom had sustained 
two fractured ribs in her right side and her 
nose was broken. After she had been revived 
Mrs. Osterstrom told her story to her hus- 
band, who went to the East Chicago Avenue 
Police Station and reported the case. 

The police arrested a number of suspects, 
but all. except three were released. These 
are Michael Condon, Edward Whalen, and 
Thomas Tracey. Tracey has been positively 
identified by Mrs. Osterstrom as the man 
who dragged her into the alley, but the two 
other prisoners Mrs. Osterstrom was unable 
to identify. 


Shooting of Patrick Cusick. 
The shooting of Patrick Cusick on the Hal- 
sted street viaduct at Chicago avenue oc- 


curred at 9:45 p. m. John W. Dundee, who | 


lives with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. William 
Dundee at 509 Burling street, and James R. 
Glass, his cousin, 3523 Vernon avenue, were 
escorting two girls home after the day and 
evening spent as guests of Dundee’s parents. 
They were riding south in a Halsted street 
car, and were bound for Lawndale. 

As the car was bowling up the inclineat the 
north end of the viaduct the young men no- 
ticed a woman, who was surrounded by three 
men. One was trying to chokeher. She was 
screaming Murder!’ ‘ Help!” 

Dundee and Glass asked the conductor to 
stop the car. He did so, and the young men 
and the girls with them alighted. Telling 
the girls to wait for them, Dundee and Glass 
hurried to the rescue of the woman. Her as- 
sailants, having noticed that the car stopped, 
ran as the former passengers approached. 


Woman Points Out Robbers. 

On reaching the woman Dundee asked her 
what was the matter. She answered: 

** I’ve been held up by three men and robbed 

of $15. There the men 
The woman pointed north. Dundee and 
Glass started on a run after them andcalled 
out for the fugitives to halt. The men were 
not visible, but their footsteps were audible, 
They kept running. Then Dundee fired one 
shot and Cusick fell to the floor of the via- 
duct. As the pursuers approached Cusick 
regained his feet, but was caught. Dundee 
fired two more shots at the two fugitives, but 
they got away. 

Leading Cusick, Dundee and Glass turned 
back to find the woman who said she had 
been held up, but she was gone. Joining the 
two girls, who were greatly agitated, the 
party went to Grand avenue and Halsted 
street, where the West Chicago avenue police 
were notified. 


Wound Pronounced Not Fatal. 

Lieutenant McDonald responded with the 
wagon. Cusick was bleeding profusely from 
a wound im the neck. The police took him, 
Dundee going along, to the County Jail Hos- 
pital. There it was found that Cusick had 
been shot in the back of the neck, the bullet 
lodging below the ear. It was cutout. The 
wound was pronounced not fatal. 

In the meantime Glass and the girls had 
gone to the West Chicago Avenue Station. 
Dundee and Cusick, with the police, soon re- 
turned from the hospital. 

Cusick said he was 20 years old, but de- 
clined to give his address. He said he was 
not holding the womam up on the viaduct, 
but was giving her five cents car fare. He 
refused to tell her name, but said she lived 
at 128 Townsend street. Cusick was not 
armed, but a mask was found tn his pocket. 
He explained its presence by saying that he 
intended going to a mask ball. 

While the police went to 128 Townsend 
street to locate the woman Glass and Dundee 
took their girl friends to their home on Mil¢ 
lard avenue, near Ogden. The names of the 
girls were not disclosed. 

When Dundee and Gass returned to the 
station the police reported that they were 
unable to find any women at the Townsend 
street address. As a precaution it was 
deemed proper by the police to arrest Dundee 
pending a more thorough investigation. \ He

DEADLY FOMES ON LINER. 


AMMONIA GAS FATAL TO TWO, 
WITH MANY INJURED. 


Accident te Refrigerating Piant ef the 
New Yerk on Its Way Across the 
Ocean Sends Poisonous Vapor into 
the Steerage and Stewards’ Quarters 
—Twenty-six Persons Overcome— 
Breaking of Shaft Makes Propeller 
Useless and Delays the Vessel. 


New York, March 17.—[{Special.]—Two 
serious accidents happened to the iner New 
York, which reached port tonight twenty- 
four hours late. One, the escape of ammonia 
from the refrigerating plant, resulted in the 
death of two persons and the injury of twen- 
ty-fourmen. The second accident, the break- 
ing of the shaft, made useless the port pro- 
pellor and delayed the progress of the 
steamer. 

‘The two persons whose deaths followed 
the inhaling of the ammonia fumes were 
buried at sea. These victims were Carl 
Engkeist, a passenger, and John Kent, a 
steward. E. Colson, another steward, is ex- 
pected to die from the effects of the ammonia 
fumes. 


Ammonia Escapes from Tank. 

The refrigerating plant, which is situated 
in the after part of the ship, near the steer- 
age and the stewards’ quarters, was used 
for cooling perishable cargo, and the sudden 
escape of the ammonia on Thursday after- 
noon last was due to a fracture of the bonnet 
of the condenser, through which the gas 
escaped and penetrated into the living quar- 
ters of a portion of the steerage and that of 
the stewards. 

When the fumes of the ammonia escaping 
from the plant #urst into the compartments 
of the passengers and stewards a frenzied 
rush for escape followed. Someof them were 
prostrated by the inhalation and dropped to 
the floor suffering the most excruciating 
agonies. Others managed to reach the fresh 
air and suffered only a temporary discom- 
fort. As quickly as possible efforts were 


made to clear the compartments of the gas. 


The injured were removed to the ship's 
hospital where they were attended by the 
surgeon, Dr. Hutchinson. The injured were 
suffering excruciating pain owing to the in- 
flammation of their respiratory organs and 
eyes. ~ 

Kent, the steward, the most severely in- 
jured, died thirty-six hours later from pneu- 
monia, brought on by the inflammation of his 
lungs, while it was said Engkeist’s death was 
due to heart disease. Engkeist had three lit- 
tle children accompanying him across the 
Atlantic. 


Officials at First Are Silent: 

When the New York docked, at 10:80 
o'clock tonight, the officials of the line re- 
fused to allow any one to go on board the 
ship, and declined to allow either Captain 
Mills or the chief engineer to be interviewed 
as to the nature and exact cause of the two 
accidents. Later First Vice President James 
A. Wright, of the company, gave out a state- 
ment which said: 

“On Thursday at 6:30 a bonnet connected 
with the condenser of the refrigerating plant, 
in the after part of the ship, became de- 
tached in some way, allowing the ammonia 


to escape into some of the steerage quar- 
ters, and also intathe.quarters of the stew- 


ards. It was situated On the starboard side, 
and the gas, in escaping, got into the quar 
ters referred to. 

“John Kent, one of the stewards, died 
about thirty-six hours later fram pneu- 
monia, which probably was superinduced by 
the inhalation of gas. Ten others were in- 
jured and are all doing well, with the excep- 
tion of F. Colston, who has inflammation of 
the eyes and may have to be sent to a hos- 
pital for treatment. 

“Of the steerage passengers all but fif- 
teen of them required treatment. Orfe pas- 
senger died of heart disease, but it was not 
due to the gas. It may have been aggra- 
vated somewhat by the shock.” 


Shaft Broken Near Propeller. 

The breaking of the shaft occurred at 11:45 
o’clock on Friday morning. The vessel was 
sailing in a smooth sea at the time. The 
shaft broke near the propeller on the port 
side of the ship. It did not drop out, anda 
boat was lowered and the propellor lashed 
fast with a wire haweer. Superintendent 
Wright said he did not think It would be 
necessary to put the ship in dry dock to 
repair it, but was not sure as to that point.

Body of Former President Is 
Lowered Into the Tomb 
in View of Sorrow- 
ing Throng. 


M’KINLEY IS A MOURNER.

BURIAL SERVICES SIMPLE, 


Thousands Follow the Remains of the 
Man They Loved from His Late 
Residence to Indianap- 
olis Cemetery. 


GUNS FIRE A FINAL SALUTE. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 17.—In the center 
of a hollow square composed of fully 15,000 
of his fellow-citizens the remains of Benja- 
min Harrison were this afternoon interred 
in the family lot in Crown Hill Cemetery. 
Close by the grave were the members of his 
family, President McKinley and other vis-' 
itors of distinction, and the more intimate 
friends of General Harrison. Back a dis- 
tance of fifty yards, behind ropes guarded 
zealously by a large force of police, stood, 
with uncovered head, the great multitude 
who knew the former President not so well 
as did they who stood beside the freshly up- 
turned earth, but who honored him and ad- 
mired him fully as much. 

It is doubtful if any public man, at least in 
this generation, was borne to his last resting 
place among so many manifestations of re- 
spect. The tribute of respect was universal, 
It came from all alike, from those of his own 
political faith and from those who differed 
with him concerning what is best for the 
nation’s good, from men who had been his 
lifelong friends, and from those who knew 
him merely by sight and to whom he never 
spoke. It came from women and children, 
from white and black, from all conditions 
and kinds of people. There was no exception 
anywhere to the expression that the nation 
had lost one of its ablest men and the greatest 
man of his generation in his own State. — 


| Is Beside the Grave. 

By the grave stood the Chief Magistrate of 
the nation, and behind the ropes were all 
the street arabs of General Harrison's city. 
Every grade of human life in America be- 
tween the two was represented fn the crowd, 
and in them all there was only the one feél- 
ing—that a man had died who was honest at 
all times with himself and with others, and 
whose ability and character were such as 
the nation could il! afford to lose. 

The weather, like that of yesterday, was 
unsurpassable, bright sunlight—the warm 
breath of spring in every breeze, and yet 
in the air a touch of winter that brought 
the blood to the cheek and a sparkle to the 
eye. 

The services at the church and grave were 
simple in the extreme, all in most excellent 
taste, and, like the proceedings yesterday, 
there was an utter absence of friction in 
everything that was done. All was ‘well 
ordered and well performed. 


Brief Services in the House. 

At the Harrison home, before the remains 
were taken to the First Presbyterian 
Church, where the principal service was” 
held, there were brief exercises for the mem- 
bers of the family and more immediate 
friends of General Harrison. Possibly 150 
persons were present. Mrs. Harrison did 
not appear, but remained in her room until 
it was time to leave for the church. 

President McKinley, accompanied by Gov- 
ernor Durbin, called about 1 o’clock. Short- 
ly after came the members of the Cabinet of 
Harrison when he was President and others 
eontinually arrived until the short services 
were over. Dr. diaines read a short pas- 
sage from the scriptures and made a few re- 
marks touching the Jife and character of 
General Harrison, as did Dr. Niccols of St. 
Louls. After a brief prayer by Dr. Haines 
the services were over. 

Word was sent to Mrs. Harrison that the 
time had come for the body to be removed to 
the church, and she at once made her way 
to the parlor.

Behind the casket came Mrs. Har- 
rison with her brother, Lieutenant Come 
mander Parker of the navy and little Eliza- 
beth Harrison. Then came Secretary Tib- 
bett and Mrs. Tibbett, then Mr. and Mrs, 
McKee, Russell Harrison and Mrs. Russell 
Harrison, then the other relatives of the 
dead ex-President. Directly after the mem- 
bers of the family came President McKinley 
and Governor Durbin, and following them 
the friends of the family. Twelve mounted 
policemen, commanded by Captain Dawson, 
led the way and cleared the streets.

yAYOR REVIEWS PARADE. 


Three thousand enthusiastic Irish-Amer- 
jcans honored the memory of the good St. 
Patrick yesterday by giving one of the most 
priliant’and imposing parades since the ob- 
servance of the saint’s day began in Chicago. 
The celebration was attended with ideal 
weather conditions, in striking contrast with 
the proverbial rain or snow that has inter- 
fered with the success of past demonstra- 
tions. To add to the general comfort the 
streets were clear of traffi¢and the marching 
host had all the room it needed. 

The starting point of the parade, Randolph 
and Desplaines streets, was the scene of 
mich excitement during the formation of the 
lige, and after the procession had started. 
But for the daring of individual policemen 
many men, women, and children would have 
been trampled beneath the hoofs of fright- 
ened horses and ponies. 

Trouble was also threatened for a time 
through a dispute between members of the 

» West Side Irish-American club and the South 
Side Irish-American club over which or- 
ganization was entitiedtomarchahead. The 
West Side society finally managed to enter 
the parade ahead of the South Side organiza- 
tion under difficultiés. 

When the formation of the line had been 
completed in Haymarket square, Grand 
Marsha] Robert Monahan gave the command 
to march shortly before @o’clock. The delay 
of half an hour in the scheduled starting 
time was caused by the failure of some of the 
societies to arrive at the place of formation 
in time. 


Reviewed by Archbishop Feehan. 


As the advance of the pageant marched 
down Desplaines street and wheeled into 
Adams street Archbishop Feehan and other 
Catholic dignitaries appeared in front of the 
rectory of St. Patrick's Church, where they 
reviewed the parade until the last man had 
marched past. Archbishop Feehan acknowl- 
edged the frequent salutes in his honor. 

After passing through a number of West 
Bide streets the pageant marched east in 
Jackson boulevard to Michigan avenue, 
thence south to Twelfth street and counter- 
marched. Lined on both sides of the streets 
Were thousands of spectators wearing the 
green shamrock and shouting for Ireland. 
When the boulevards had been traversed 
Grand Marshal Monahan lead hisarmy down 
inte the business streets of the city and 
swung down Monroe street and past the 
County Building, where the Mayor was wait- 
ing to review the parade. 


Pass in Review Before Mayor. , 


Mayor Harrison stood in three inches of 
mud and slush on the east steps of the County 
Building and reviewed the procession, sur- 
rounded by a number of Aldermen and 
county officials, all of them plentifully deco- 
rated with bits of shamrock. 


Right in the front of the column 
Was a genuine Irish go-cart filled 
with rollicking Irish lads waving 
green flags bearing the inscription, 


“Erin Go Bragh,”’ and followed by a band 
playing “‘ Patsy, You're a Villain.”” From 
farther down the street could be heard the 
confused strains of ‘‘The Campbells Are 
Coming,” “The Wild Irish Rose,” ‘“‘ The 
Wearin’ o’ the Green,”’ and other airs dear 
to the Irish heart played by numerous bands.

CALLED ENEMY OF LABOR. 


BRICKMAKERS DENOUNCE THE 
CITY ADMINISTRATION. 


Cook County Alliance Rejects Propo- 
sition of Mayor and Commissioner 
of Public Works for Settlement of 
Trouble Over Use of Bridewell 
Product — Organization Demands 
That Sale of Prison-Made Bricks in 
Open Market Shall Cease. 


After a heated discussion, in which the 
city administration was charged with being 
@ constant enemy of organized labor, the 
Brickmakers’ alliance, representing all the 
brickmakers’ unlons in Cook County, at its 
meeting yesterday rejected a proposition sub- 
mitted by Mayor Harrison and Commissioner 
of Public Works McGann looking to a settle- 
-ment of the trouble which has arisen over 
the manufacture and sale of bridewell made 
brick. t 

Following the publication in Tus TRIBUNE 
a few days ago of the announced purpose 
of the alliance to demand from the city au- 
thorities that it cease selling bridewell made 
brick in the open market, Mayor Harrison 
and Commissioner McGann sent for Charles 
Hanks, business agent of the alliance, and 
told him that the city would agree to permit 
none of the bridewell brick to be sold on the 
open market in the future provided the 
alliance would allow the city to use the 
brickgin connection with its sewer and other 
work in which bricks were required. 

Mr. Hanks declared he had no power to 
make such an agreement, but that he would 
submit the proposition to the alliance. After 
the proposition had been voted down the 
President was instructed to appoint a com- 
mittee to formulate resolutions embodying 
the sense of the alliance and to present them 
te the Mayor and Commissioner of Public 
Works. 

In the debate it was charged that it was not 
the province of the city to allow its con- 
victs to manufacture articles which could be 
made by free labor, and the Mayor and Com- 
missioner were scored for permitting bricks 
to be made and sold for months in the open 
market for private use in competition with 
free labor. 

It was declared that it was only the fear of 
losing the votes of organized labor at the 
approaching election that induced the Mayor 
and commissioner to propose to change the 
methods employed in the bridewell yard, and 
doubt was expressed by several as to the 
sincerity of the promises made. Unless the 
city authorities consent to the terms of the 
alliance the latter threatens to begin a move- 
ment against the election of Mayor Harrison. 

At the regular election of the alliance 
Foster Smart of Blue Island was chosen 
President, Robert Allen of Pullman . Vice 
President, and Charles Hanks was elected to 
his third term as recording secretary and 
business agent.

| MAYOR HARRISON REVIEWING THE PARADE. | 


ATTORNEY GRO.AUNT DIRS 


ACTIVE LAWYER PASSES AWAY 
AT RIVERSIDE HOME. 


Served State as Attorney General and 
for Three Terms in the Upper House 
of the Legislature—Counsel in Trial 
of Anarchists, Illinois Central and 
Lake Front Fight, and Many Gas 
Cases—Iliness of Brief Duration, 
Lasting Less than Ten Days. 


Attorney George Hunt died at his home in 
Riverside early yesterday morning. His 
death was unexpected, as it was thought that 
his illness was not serious. About 8 o'clock 
on Saturday night his condition grew worse, 
and although he did not lose consciousness 
he died before 2 o'clock in the morning. The 
body will be taken to Springfield today, 
where the burial will take place tomorrow 
afternoon at 4 o’clock from the First Pres- 
byterian Church. 

George Hunt for years had been prominent 
in Lllinois politics and at the bar. He once 
was Attorney 
linois, and pre- 
vious to that 2: 
served three 
terms in the 5.255 
State Senate. : 
He prosecuted 
the Chicago 
Anarchists 
when their =z 
cases were 
c‘arried =a 
through the 
Illinois and 
United States 
Supreme 
Courts. He 
also was con- 
cerned in the 
Injunction pro- 
eeedings 
against the 
old Harlem 
race track, in 
numerous suits against the gas companies, 
and the fight with the Illinois Central rail- 
road for the possession of the lake front. 

General Hunt was born in Knox County, 
O., near the town of Mount Vernon, May 
1, 1841. In 1855, accompanied by an older 
sister, he came to Paris, Edgar County, IIl.,. 
where he taught school during the summer in 
order to secure money for tuition at a col- 
lege at Terre Haute during the winter, from 
which he graduated in 1861, being the valedic- 
torian of his class. . 

He served through the civil war in the 
Twelfth Illinois Volunteers and participated 
in the battles of Shiloh, Corinth, Fort Donel- 
son, Fort Henry, and Altoona Pass. He is 
said to have been the smallest Captain in 
the army. 

He moved to Chicago in 1893, and in the 
fall of that year brought his family here. 
Since that time he had lived at Riverside. 
He confined himself almost exclusively to 
his legal affairs, though from 1894 to 1897 he 
was a director of the Consumers’ Gas com- 
pany. He was a member of the Loyal 
Legion, Knights Templar, Army of the Ten- 
nessee, and the Hamilton club. 

While a State Senator in 1880 he was mar- 
ried to Miss Eugenia Jones of Springfield. 
daughter of J. A. Jones, clerk of the United 
States Circuit Court for that district. They 
had one child, Maria Eugenia Hunt, aged 19 
years, who is attending college. 

Funeral services were held at the home in 
Riverside yesterday afternoon, conducted by 
the Rev. Herman D. Jenkins of the First 
Presbyterian Church. 


WANT BOILER OWNERS INDICTED 


Engineers” Progressive/Association De- 
clares Many Plants in as Bad Condi- 
tion as That at Doremus Laundry.

Resolutions were adopted at the last meet- 
ing of the Engineers’ Progressive associa- 
tion, declaring that many boilers in Chicago 
are in as bad condition as was that in the 
Doremus laundry and announcing the pur- 
pose of laying evidence of this condition be- 
fore the grand jury. 

After reciting the facts of the killing of 
eight persons and the injuring of forty-four 
by the Doremus explosion and saying that 
‘the same conditions exist in a large num- 
ber of steam plants in this city, and that as 
long. as those conditions continue to exist 
those plants will ever be a source of danger,”’ 
the resolutions declare: 

Resolved, That the Engitters’ Progressive Union 
No. 3 of Chicago condemn such conditions, and 
that they use every honorable and legitimate means 
at their command to eliminate such deplorable con- 


ditions. 
Resolved, That we appoint a committee of three 
to procure such evidence as is necessary to reveal 
the true conditions that exist in the steam plants 
of the City of Chicago and present the same to the 
grand jury. 


WILL MOVE NEARER FACTORIES. 


MANY RESCURD AT A FIRE, 


GUESTS OF HOTEL GLENDON FLEE 
FROM EARLY BLAZE. 


Explosion of Gasoline in E. A. Zahn’s 
Drug Store Follows Discovery of 
Flames by Michael Harley, Who 
Carries Unconscious Woman from 
Building—Other Persons Partially 
Overcome by Smoke Assisted to 
Safety by Policemen and Firemen. 


Guests of the Hotel Glendon, Eighteenth 
street and Wabash avenue, fled to the street 
in scanty attire early yesterday morning 
while a fire was in progress in E. A. Zahn’s 
drug store, 1801 Wabash avenue. Nobody 
was injured, but the rescue of several persons 
from the building added to the excitement 
caused by the explosion of a can of gaso- 
line in the drug store. The damage was 
estimated at $10,000. 

Michael Hurley of Truck Company No. 1 
.was on his way home from a ball at the 
Coliseum when he saw a small blaze in the 
rear of the drug store. He kicked in a door, 
and entering the store seized a bundle of 
paper that was on fire and threw it into the 
street, thinking that that was all the fire 
in the store. He had scarcely reached the 
street, however, when an explosion took 
place, and he turned to see the whole store in 
flames. Hurley then turned in an alarm of 
fire from a patrol box. 


Several Persons Rescued. 

When Hurley turned to the store again he 
heard a woman calling for help and saw her 
leaning.from a window above the drug store. 
He ran to the rear of the building and after 
breaking in the door started up the stairs, 
almost stifled by the smoke that arose from 
the fire below. Groping his way along the 
hall, Hurley finally found the room from 
which the woman had called for help and car- 
ried her to the street in an unconscious condi- 
tion. The woman said she was Mrs. Coyne. 

Policeman Lumpp of the Cottage Grove 
Avenue Station, with James McQuaid, found 
Dr. R. B. Crawford, his wife, daughter, and 
two grandchildren on the second floor and 
rescued them fron? the stifilng smoke. 


Fire Spreads to Stationery Store. 

The fire spread to S. F. Dusenberry’s sta- 
tionery store, next to the drug store. Fire- 
men from truck company No. 4 rescued Mrs. 
James Donnell and her daughters, May and 
Ann, from above this store. The women were 
terrified by the smoke and flames, and had 
to be carried from the building. 

The guests of the hotel had run to the 
street hastily and in scant attire, and they 
shivered in the raw morning air for half an 
hour before they were permitted to return 
to their rooms. The drug store was badly, 
wrecked inside, but the loss was mostly due 
to scorched decorations and broken glass and 
spilled drugs. The stationery store suffered 
its loss from water. 


TAKE THREE TO HOSPITAL. 


Health Officials Find Isaac Mugg, Mrs.

Three cases of smallpox have been reported 
to the Health department and have been 
taken to the Isolation Hospital.

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COUNCIL 70 FINISH YEAR, 


ALDERMEN SEEK TO CLEAR UP 
ALL BUSINESS. 


Few Important Measures Will Remain 
with Committees After Tonight's 
Meeting — Coming Election Inter- 
feres with Work on Several Ordi- 
mances Which Will Have to Be Dis- 
posed Of Unless Turned Over to New 
Members—Record of Term. 


The present City Council is likely to close 
its year’s work tonight, although there are 
one of two measures originating with it 
which it may be desired to dispose of and 
which may require another session. All! bus- 
iness pending before the Aldermen must be 
passed on at this or the next meeting, or else 
await the appointment of committees from 
the new Council and undergo committee ac- 
tion again. 

Aldermen who have campaigns on their 
hands, which means half the Council direct* 
ly and the other half indirectly, complaip 
that they have no time at present for com- 
mittee meetings. This complaint has been 
made for two weeks, and it may succeed in 
forcing an adjournment tonight until after.. 
election. There are several important’ meas- 
ures which still are in committee stages, and 
which cannot be put in shape for considera- 
tion tonight. 

Among these measures are the new smoke 
ordinances, which are to be given further 
consideration on Wednesday by the Judiciary 
committee. It is the desire of Alderman 
Nelgon, the Council member interested with 
the Municipal Art league in the drafting of 
the ordinances, that they be passed during 
his term in the Council, which will necess!- 
tate another meeting. 

The anti-noise ordinance stands little 
chance of securing recognition from the 
present Council. With the exception of these 
two measures the Council has completed 
nearly all the legislation which demanded 
attention or was brought before it.

To Report Ordinance Tonight. 


The Gas, Oil and Electric Light committee 
is under orders from the Council to report 
at tonight’s session upon the ordinance 
granting the North avenue  business-men 
authority to operate a codperative plant. 
The charter of the business-men authorizing 
the formation of a company has arrived 
from Springfield and it is expected that the 
committee at its meéting this afternoon will. 
recommend the passage of the ordinance. 

Alderman Byrne will present Mrs. Theo- 
dore Thomas’ ordinance to limit the load to 
be imposed upon a single horse at 4,000 
pounds, and Mayor Harrison is expected to 
have amendments to the ordinances govern- 
ing the Boiler Inspector’s office ready for 
transmission to the Council. 


WILL GIVE UP BLUE LAW PLAN. 


Authorities of East Chicago Decide to 
Run the Town on the “ Open ” 
System Again. 


After one Sunday’s trial East Chicago, 
Ind., gave up the blue law system. Yester- 
duy everything in the town was “ wide 
open’ in spite of the promise made a week 
ago by Marshal Neil Patterson that not 
even milk wagons ard street cars would be 
allowed within the limits on Sundays. The 
Sunday closing put in force a week ago yes- 
terday raised such a storm of protest that 
the municipal officers decided against press- 
ing the crusade now. The Law and Order 
league, however, wants “ closing ’’ to con- 
tinue, and promises further action along the 
line. 

Marshal Patterson made the rounds of the 
saloons and other business places on Satur- 
duy night and’ notified the proprietors that 
they could open doors in the morning. As 
a result few residents sought, their recrea- 
tion elsewhere, but remained at home to 
spend their money. 

It is suspected that the rigid enforcement 
of the law was a ruse to disgust the citizens 
with the crusade of the Law and Order 
league. Mayor Hale ts an ice dealer and 
the saloons are among his largest patrons. 
He found himself in a delicate predicament 
till Marshal Patterson came to his relief 
with his plan of prohibiting all Sunday ac- 
tivity. Many of the league members are 
still in favor of pressing the crusade and 
ere gam along novel lines are expected. 

‘We have not given up the fight against 
the Sunday saloons,” said the Rev. W. F. 
Hovis. “If saloons are open in East Chi- 
cago today the matter will be reported by 
our officers and we shall take action against 
them. The league is going to continue its 
work, and, blue law or no blue law, we pur- 
pose to close the dramshops on Sundays. 
Some new move on the part of the organiza- 
tion may be expected this week, but I do not 
know what it will be.” 


Body That of George Kuhr. 


The identity of the body picked up recently in 
Lake Michigan at Seventy-first street and identi- 
fied once as that of Charles Carison was settled 
yesterday by Mrs. George Kuhr, who recognized in 
the disfigured form the body of her husband. Kuhr 
formerly kept a saloon at 1088 Seventy-fifth street, 
and it is believed business reverses led to suicide.

LITTLE GIRL A WITNESS. 


Dennis Sweeney Dies of Bullet 
Wounds, and Police Look for 
Thomas Bennett. 


FORMER PONTIAC PRISONER. 


Two deaths were caused by shootings yes- 
terday, one of which resulted in the death 
of Charles Rinck at the hands of Daniel 
Peters, both residents of Englewood, and 
the other ending the life of Dennis Sweeney. 
Sweeney, it is believed by the police, was 
shot by Thomas’ Bennett, a paroled prisoner 
from Pontiac, shortly before 6 o'clock in 
the afternoon. He was taken from the home 
of John Bennett, 3048 Poplar avenue, to the 
County Hospital, where he died last night 
at 8 o'clock. 

Six chickens supplied the foundation for 
the quarrel between Charles Rinck of 5753 
Hermitage avenue and Daniel Peters, a 
wealthy contractor residing at 5822 Paulina 
street. Accused of stealing the chick- 
ens, Peters fired three shots at Rinck, 
his accuser, 
and caused his death in a few minutes. 
While the fatal shots were being fired, Elsie, 
the 5-year-old daughter of Rinck, stood be- 
tween the combatants, too frightened to 
move until her father fell dying, when she 
ran crying for her mother. 

Peters stood over his victim a moment after 
firing his last shot, and then turning away 
walked to his home and informed his wife 
that he had killed a man, asking her to send 
for the police. When taken to the Englewood 
Police Station Peters said that he shot in 
self-defense. The police found a small re- 
volver in Rinck’s hip pocket, three chambers 
of which were loaded. It is claimed by’eye- 
witnesses that Rinck made no effort to draw 
his weapon from his pocket. 

Rinck was a tanner, and besides a widow 
left three young children. He was 33 
years old and had lived in the neighborhood 
eight years. Contractor Peters is 45 years 
old. He had been at the police station but a 
few hours when W. 8. Forrest was retained 
by his friends as his attorney. 


Strangers to Each Other. 

The shooting occurred at 9:30 o'clock In 
front of the greenhouse of George Osborne, 
5818 Hermitage avenue, within sight of the 
houses of both participants in the affray. 
Rinck and Peters were strangers. Peters 
had moved to his present home two months 
ago, and had ‘bought forty-five chickens. A 
week ago thieves broke into Rinck’s hennery, 
and stole fifteen chickens. Yesterday morn- 

ing Rinck fdund that six of them had re- 
turned to his coop. With his wife he traced 
tracks which led towards Peters’ hen house. 
Convinced that Peters had stolen his chick- 
ens, he went to the Englewood Police Station 
and applied for a search warrant. He was 
told to come back on Monday, when thé 
warrant would be issued. When he reached 
home his wife told him Peters was down the 
street at Osborne’s greenhouse. Taking his 
child, Elsie, with him, he went out, saying: 
“T'll tell him what I think of him anyhow.” 


When he reached the greenhouse he saw 
Peters inside talking with Osborne. Tap- 


outside, and the two had a dispute on the 
sidewalk. Both men were talking angrily, 
when, according to several eye witnesses, 
Peters drew a revolver and fired three times 
at Rinck. The second shot struck Rinck 
just below the left shoulder and shattered 
the arm. Firing again, Peters sent a bullet 
into Rinck’s left breast, which passed 
through the body. Rinck dropped and Peters 
turned on his heels and walked across the 
lot to his home in Paulina street. 


Neighbors Shoot at Peters. 
Simultaneously with Peters’ last shot 
George Osborne and Edward Carbonneau, 
5805 Hermitage avenue, ran out of their 
houses with shotguns and discharged them. 
One of the stray shots struck Peters in the 
cheek, causing a small abrasion. The men 
claimed they shot to attract the attention of 
the police, but Peters declares they attempt- 
ed to kill him. They were not arrested. 
Reports of an attempted lynching grew 
out of this incident, which the Englewood 
police declared were without foundation. 


Story of Eye Witness. 

John Witschorek, 5813 Hermitage avenue, 
who witnessed the shooting, said: “ Peters 
shot three times at Rinck without the latter 
making a move, and then, when he saw Rinck 
still standing, shouted: 

“*You won't drop, you won't drop. Vil 
make you,’ and then he fired again.” 


Prisoner Gives His Version. 
Peters, calm and collected, told his version: 
of the affair while in a cell at the police sta- 
tion. He said: 

“T never saw Rinck before he called me 

out of the greerihouse and accused me of 
stealing his chickens. That was a lie, and 
I told him so. I had bought them all, and 
the same night his hennery was visited by 
thieves all of my fowls were taken. He in- 
sisted that I had stolen them and declared 
he was going to kill me, I kept walking 
away from him, going home, but as I'm 
bothered with rheumatism I couldn't go fast. 
When we got out on the sidewalk he turned 
on me and said: 
going to kill you,’ and with that 
he drew his gun. I had mine out of my 
pocket tn a jiffy and commenced to shoot. 
Pearful of my life, I didn't stop until he fell. 
Then I went home and told my wife.” 


Killed in Drunken Quarrel. 

The shooting of Dennis Sweeney took place 
in the basement of John Bennett's home, 
8048 Poplar avenue, during a drunken quar- 
rel between Sweeney and Thomas Bennett 
over who should pay for the next can of 
beer. With the two men were Daniel Daly 
and William Doyle, all of whom had been’ 
drinking heavily. John Bennett and his wife 
were up-stairs when the shooting occurred 
and knew nothing of the fight until they 
heard the shots fired. Two hours later Po- 
liceman Kelly of the Thirty-fifth Street sta- 
tion was informed by a man on the street of 
the murder. The Deering street police are 
working on the case and expect to arrest all 
who were connected with the shooting.

Blizabeth Broadhead, Mrs. Cabus’ mother, 
eays her daughter went into the kitchen a 
few minutes after 7 o’clock this evening. A 
few moments later Mrs. Broadhead heard 
the dog barking excitedly. She ran out and 
found her daughter in an epileptic attack. 
Dashing a pitcher of water into her daugh- 
ter’s face, the mother ran into the hall and 
ecreamed for help. Philip Rockefeller, liv- 
ing in a third floor flat, heard Mrs. Broad- 

‘ bead and ran to her assistance. 

The pet terrier, seeing its mistress in 
agony, appears to have gone mad. He flew 
at the prostrate woman and repeatedly at- 
tacked her, tearing a hole in her throat and 
severing the jugular vein. When Mr. Rock- 
éfeller tried to drag the dog away from its 
victim it clung to the dying woman. Mrs. 
Broadhead seized a poker and tried to beat 
the dog off. Mr. Rockefeller finally got the 
animal loose. The beast attacked the 
mother and the man, but they beat it into 
the hail. Mr. Rockefeller ran out and 
brought in a physician. Mrs. Cabus was 
dead. Her jugular had been tevered as with 
a knife, and she died almost instantly from 
loss of blood. A policeman was called. He 
searched for the dog, but the animal had 
disappeared.

RIVAL STEAMSHIP LINE. 


Transportation Company Purchases 
Holland-Chicago Vessels, Including 
New Propeller Ottawa, Being Built. 


The Graham & Morton Transportation 
company, which operates a line of steamers 
between St. Joseph, Mich., and Chicago, has 
purchased the line of steamers belonging to 
the Holland-Chicago line. The deal includes 
the Ottawa, a fine new propeller now in 
course of construction at the yards of the 
Craig Shipbuilding company at Toledo, O. 

The Ottawa, which will be one of the finest 
on the great lakes, will be placed on the St. 
Joseph-Chicago run on June l. Two smaller 
steamers of the Holland line will be retained 
The steamer 
Soo City will remain there. 

The new steamer Ottawa will be 242 feet 
long, forty feet beam, sixteen feet depth, and 
eight feet between decks. It will have full 
cabin staterooms on the upper deck, and 
pilot’s house, officer rooms, and a special hall 
on the hurricane deck. The cabin will be 
finished in expensive natural wood. An inno- 
vation will be presented in several handsome- 
ly furnished bridal chambers. A solid ma- 
hogany staircase, inlaid with French mirrors, 
will reach from the main deck to the cabin. 
The engines are triple expansion, and steam 
will be supplied by four Roberts watertube 
boilers. The Ottawa will have a guaranteed 
speed of twenty-one miles an hour, and will 
be the fastest boat operating between Chi- 
cago and any point on the east shore of the 
lake. The steamer complete will cost $200,- 
000 and will have berth accommodations for 


400 people. 


SLEEPING CARS ARE BURNED. 


Fire Drives Out Passengers, Who Arrive 
at Jacksonville, Fla., Wrapped 
in Blankets. 


Palatka, Fla., March 17.—The sleeping cars 
Tabita and Elmer on a Plant System train 
from Tampa to Jacksonville were burned 
early this morning at Buffalo Bluff, seven | 
miles from this city. The cars were filled 
with sleeping tourists and so quickly did 
the flames spread that there was practically 
no time for saving clothes or valuables. At 
the time of the discovery of the flames they 
had gained such headway it was impossible 
to extinguish them, and the train was run to 
Buffalo Bluff, where the burning cars were 
shoved into a siding. 

The seventeen passengers, including sev- 
eral women, were hurried into the other 
sleepers and made as comfortable as possible. 
Several lost their clothing and personal ef« 
fects. Blankets were loaned to those who 
had lost their clothing, and they remained 
wrapped in these until Jacksonville was 
reached, where the company officials pro- 
vided for their wants. 

The loss in money and jewelry is, according 
to the statement of the passengers, between 
$10,000 and $15,000. The total loss is esti. 
mated at $60,000.

Elijah Taylor, a coal miner, was shot in the 
head and fatally wounded on the street here 
late last night. There were no witnesses, 
but Robert E. Hill is aceused of firing the 
shot. He was recently divorced from his 
wife and accused Taylor of causing the di- 
vorce. The men quarreled early in the 
evening and were ejected froma store. They 
renewed the quarrel on the street, andashot 
was fired. People who hastened to the 
scene saw a man answering to Hill’s descrip- 
tion running away. Taylor was found un- 
conscious with a bullet hole in his forehead 
and brains oozing from the wound. Hill 
returned a few minutes later, and, on being 
told that Taylor was dead, fled and has not 
yet been apprehended. Taylor is from 
Tamaroa and is under indictment for an as- 
sault to commit murder. Hill until recently 


resided near Benton. 


FEAR LYNCHING AT PONTIAC. 


Guards Around Jail Increased to Pro- 
tect Man Who Attacked Lit- 
tle Girl. 


Pontiac, Ill., March 17.—Guards around the 
County Jail have been increased as it is feared 
an attempt will be made to lynch John Kirk, 
alias Beitz, who attacked Mamie Craig, aged 
13 years, on the highway near Fairbury yes- 
terday. 

Everything is quiet at 11 o’clock tonight, 
although threats of lynching have been made 
during the day. 

Kirk’s examination is set for tomorrow 
morning. Friends of,the girl’s father, who 
is a well-known farmer, who joined in the 
chase after Kirk, will attend as witnesses 


and trouble is feared.

NATION AID NBGROBS 


COURSE OF SOUTHERN STATES IS 
HELD TO NEED ACTION. 


Disfranchising of the Black Men Will 
Be Brought to the Attention of Con- 
gress — Governmenut Has Power to 
Reduce the Representation of the 

_Seetion Which Places Restrictions | 
‘on Right of Citizens to Vote—Effect 
of Present Laws.

more students annually. The franchise mat- 
ter has long ago settled down in South Caro- 
lina and little is heard of it these days. All 
classes and races seem well satisfied with it. 
The negroes, practically all of whom are 
Republicans, get a good share of the federal 
patronage and do not worry beyond that. 


North Carolina Law Complete. 

Raleigh, N. C., March 17.—[Special.)—The 
legislative action disfranchising negroes 
was taken two years ago, when the Legis- 
lature passed a bill so amending the coMsti- 
tution as to debar negro illiterates from vot- 
ing. It goes into effect next year and will 
disfranchise 75,000 blacks, but debarring no 
white man. This amendment was ratified by 
the people at the polls by a great majority 
last August, although in some counties, nota- 
bly New Hanover, Richmond, and Scotland, 
practically no negroes voted. A bill was in- 
troduced in this Legislature to amend the 
constitution further by giving white school 
taxes to white schools and negro taxes to 
negro schools, but this never passed beyond 
the committee. Its purpose was to stop negro 
education. There was also a bill forbidding 


the Supreme Court from licensing negro” 


lawyers. This also diedin committee. Some 
ultra-Democrats want to keep the negroes 
illiterate so they can never vote, but the lead- 
ers are holding this sentiment in check, and 
negro education is to be on a greater scale 
than ever before. 


Mississippi Bars All Ignorant. 

Jackson, Miss., March 17.—({Special.j]—Un- 
der the constitution of 1890 all ignorant per- 
sons, white or black, were disfranchised in 
Mississippi by what is known as the “ under- 
standing clause,’’ written by the late Sen- 
ator George, which reads: 

“Every male inhabitant of this State ex- 
cept idiots, insane persons, and Indians, not 
taxed, who is a citizen of the United States, 
21 years old and upward, who has resided in 
this State two years and one year in the 
election district or city, town, or village in 
which he offers to vote, and who is able to 
read any section of the constitution of the 
State, or, if unable to read the same, who is 
able to understand same when read to him 
or give a reasonable interpretation thereof 
- « « and who has paid all taxes legally re- 
quired of him for the two preceding years 
prior to Feb. 1, shall be a qualified elector.” 
Under this provision the poll tax delinquents 
cannot vote, and thus 200,000 voters are 
disfranchised, 40,000 being white men. 


Arkansas Will Pass Law. 

Little Rock, Ark., March 17.—[Special.]— 
A measure pending in the Arkansas Legis- 
lature has for its object the disfranchisement 
of the negro. It is a proposed amendment to 
the Staté constitution containing the “‘ grand- 
father clause” of the North Carolina con- 
stitution. A careful poll of the Senate and 
House resulted in finding a large majority in 
favor of the measure. 


Virginia to Amend Constitution. 

Richmond, Va., March 17.—[Special.j—No 
laws have been passed in Virginia as yet 
looking to the disfranchising of the negro, 
but a constitutional convention has been 
called to be held beginning June 12, and it Is 
openly stated that the prime object of the 
convention is to disfranchise the negro as far 
as possible. 

Georgia Politicians Hold Back. 
Atlanta, Ga., March 17.—[Special.)—The 


‘negro disfranchisement issue was feebly agi- 


tated during the last two legislative sessions, 
but came to naught each time. At the first 
attempt the bill received only three votes. 
At the last session the only active legisla- 
tion was by its author, T. W. Hardwick, 
who made a speech in its behalf. Its failure 
to muster strength is notable in view of the 
fact that Governor Candler, in his annual 
message, called attention to the corruption 
prevailing in State politics by reason of the 
presence of the negro, and recommended that 
some restriction be thrown around his fran- 
chise privilege. The opinion prevails that 
the politicians are playing the policy of 
hands off, for fear of complicating the al- 
ready difficult situation. 


SAYS CUBANS WLL REVOLT. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Story from Havana 
Hints at Plans for Rising Against 
American Authority. . 


Jacksonville, Fla., March 17.—[{Specialk. }— 
News reaches here that is on good authority, 
that rebellion is being planned in Cuba to 
take up arms against the United States. 

This is as a result of the feeling since the 
recent formal position of the government. 
This information comes from a memben of 
Mayor Bowden's family, who is a resident 
of Cuba, and he asserts of his own knowledge 
that the extreme element is greatly in the 
majority and that they are secretly preparing 
for war and are making heavy purchases of 


arms and ammunition. 

The statement creates considerable excite- 
ment among the large Cuban colony here. 
Mr. Huau, the old Cuban agent here, doubts 
the report, but admits there are grave 
grounds for it on account of the attitude of 
the extremists. 


TO UNITE THE JEWISH PRESS. 


Hebrew Editors of United States and 
Canada Will Meet and Form 
Association. 


Detroit, Mich., March 17.—[Special.]—A 
mavement is being promoted to organize 
the Jewish press of the United States and 
Canada into a national association. To this 
end a meeting of Jewish editors has been 
called to be held in Buffalo, N. Y., this sum- 
mer, when an organization will be formed. 
Emanuel T. Berger, editor of the Jewish 
American, Detroit, the promoter of the 
movement, has been assured of the sym- 
pathy and codperation of more than three- 
fourths of the Jewish editors. 


MOB SWIFTER THAN SHERIFF. 


Tennessee Men Seize a Negro in a Court- 
room and Lynch Him After 


Disagrees. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 17.—At Tiptonville, 
in Lake County, last night, a mob hanged 
Ike Fitzgerald to a tree near the courthouse, 
The negro was charged with an attack ona 
white girl, Miss Mina Davenport, 19 years 
old, and a trial jury had just reported that 
they could not agree and had been dis- 
charged. A different verdict had been ex- 
pected and a mob seized the prisoner before 
the Sheriff could hurry him from the court- 
room and hanged him to the first tree. 


THREE DEAD, OTHERS MISSING. 


Fatalities in Factory Fire at St. Joseph, 
Mo., More Numerous than Re- 
ported First. 


St. Joseph, Mo., March 17.—[Special.]—The 
bodies of tl .ce women were taken from the 
ruins of the burned Noyes-Norman and the 
Richardson, “oberts & Byrnes factories to- 
day. Coroner John Doyle believes there are 
other bodies in the ruins which probably will 


be recovered tomorrow. 


COOK MEN HELD 
TO BLOCK WORK. 


Speaker Sherman Scores the 


Chicagoans for Delaying 
Legislation. 


OUTSIDERS TOO ACTIVE. 


Non-Members Declared to Be Sit- 


ting by Proxy and Hay- 
ing Will Obeyed. 


HOPES FOR APPORTIONMENT. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
Springfield, Ill., March 17. 

Chicago members of the Lower House of 
the State Legislature were denounced in 
vigorous language by Speaker Sherman to- 
day. The Speaker, who was discussing the 
chances for the passage of the apportionment 
bills, scored the Republicans from Cook 
County for imperiling the measure, declaring 
many of them useless in that they apparently 
had no will of their own. Still other Chicago 
men—not elected to the Assembly—he said, 
hold seats in the House to the extent of 
dictating legislation and cOmpelling the car- 
rying out of their ideas, despite the peril to 
the work of the party intrusted with making 
laws for the State. 

Regarding the Chicagoans’ share in run- 
ning the Legislature Speaker Sherman said: 

“Some of the Chicago House members 
who hold commissions signed by the Gov- 
ernor of Illinois are not Representatives. 


| They have seats, but have not reached the 


age of legislative consent, apparently. On 
the other hand, some Chicago men who hold 
no commissions and have no seats sit in 
the House by proxy, and, in view of recent 
developments, appear to be potential factors 
of great magnitude. Their membere seem 
to be trained to vote on the referendum 
plan, by referring everything back to the 
men who send ‘them here before decisive 
action. Any proposed plan of apportion- 
ment must hereafter bear the unequivocal 
indorsement of the men who control these 
votes. The country members are weary of 
dealing with proxies. This practice is a 
novelty to them.” 


General Work Well Advanced. 

Discussing the work so far done by the 
Legislature and the chances for the reap- 
portionment bills, Mr. Sherman said: 

*“* Next Tuesday this Legislature will have 
been in session sixty-nine days. In that 
time the appropriations have been advanced 
until they are further along than they were 
at this time two years ago. The Practice 
commission's recommendations, too, are well 
under way. Messrs. Rankin and Beitler, 
chairmen of the committees which were ap- 
pointed early in the session to consider these 
matters, have, with their committees, made 
considerable progress. 

“Apportionment acts are always full of 
difficulties. The House members have done 
their work as promptly as practical. Nine- 
tenths of the Republican members have 
agreed on a Senatorial plan. The Congres- 
sional bill lacks but two votes to passit. The 
hitch is on the Senatorial map. ‘ Twice the 
men who represent or claim to represent 
Chicago have agreed on an apportionment of 
Cook County into legislative districts. Twice 
that agreement has been set aside by part of 
the men who made it. . 


Chicago Opposition a Surprise. 

“I am not interested in the local disputes 
over the rival plans. I am simply a Repub- 
lican from McDonough County, expecting 
the Republicans from Cook County to recon- 
cile their differences just as country Repub- 
licans do. I supposed they had done so on 
last Tuesday, until a short time before 5 
o'clock p. m., when the bill was to be taken 
up. Then certain changes on the agreed 
map were asked by one faction. More de- 
lay was wanted. There had been endless 
delay already. The people of Illinois have 
borne with us about long enough. 

‘“‘It was about time for decisive action. 
‘The dissatisfied members defeated the Dill. 
It now remains for them and other Chicago 
Republfcans to reconcile their differences. 
When they have done so they will not have 
to invite me to help them pass the bills; it 
will make no difference what the boundaries 
of their districts are, or who controls them 
now or will control them in the future. 

“TI will not undertake to say what kind of 
districts shall be made for the disputants. 
That is for them to settle among themselves. 
The large majority of the Republican House 
members is not making apportionment a 
personal matter to demonstrate present pow- 
er to secure patronage or serve present or 
future private ends. Neither has that ma- 
jority thought it was ignoring other Repub- 
licans by devoting itself constantly to the 
problem before it. That majority seemed 
to think that the bills which were the result 
of the Republican caucus were entitled as 
of right by the common law of political 
parties to the support of all Republicans. 
The Republican party is now responsible for 
the conduct of public affairs. 


Fight Infperils Legislation. 

“If the General Assembly fails to dis- 
charge its duty through factional discord 
the State administration and Republicans 
generally are affected by it. We are an en- 
tirety. Good legislation, when enacted, 
gives credit and belongs to the party in 
power. It is of more concern that such laws 
be passed than to exhaust ourselves in dis- 
puting who shall have credit for passing 
them or approving them. The people of IIlli- 
nois will put more credit where it belongs. 
That credit is with the party now respons- 
ible for the management of public business.”’ 

The coming week in the Assembly is looked 
forward to by Republican members with con- 
siderable anxiety. On Tuesday there will be 
another test of strength on the apportion- 
ment question. Both bills, Senatorial and 
Congressional, are pending,in the House on 
a motion to reconsider the vote by which 
they failed to pass on last Wednesday. The 
situation, so far as known here tonight, is 
such as to make any prediction as to the re- 
sult of little value. It is well understood, 
however, that the success or failure of the 
bills will depend on the attitude of the Cook 


County members. 


STORY OF BATTLE IN LUZON. 


Details of Fight in Which Forty-four 
Men from Thirtieth Regiment 
Saved Pack Train. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 17.—[Special.] 
~—One of the most thrilling incidents of the 
war in the Philippines is part of the history 
of the Thirtieth Regiment. It happened in 
January of last year. 

General Schwan’'s flying column found It- 
self short of supplies in the enemy’s country 
and volunteers were called for to bring up 
the pack train which was some miles in the 
rear. Forty-four men of Companies A, B, C, 
and D of the Thirtieth responded. They 
found the pack train and at once started on 
the return trip. 

The ilttle column had gone but a few miles 
when it was ambushed near a town called 
Alaminos by 700 Filipinos. The first volley 
of the insurgents wounded eleven men, the 
entire front rank, and threw the others into 
momentary confusion. They quickly fe- 
formed and retired to shelter, and for more 
than two hours held the insurgents at bay 
while couriers were sent for reinforcements, 
When assistance came the Filipinos were 
soon routed, but took the pack train with 
them in their retreat. 

Joseph O. Byrnes of Chicago and two oth- 
ers of Company C were killed in the fight, 
and Charles Worthington of Chicago, Ed- 
ward Boswell of Flora, ILL, and Fred Mason 
of Charlotte, Mich., were never heardwof 
afterward. Many more were wounded, 
among them being Frank Junker of Law-

“King’s End,” by Alice Brown, Deals 
with Simple, Natural Folk and Con- 
tains Many Incidents That Charm 
by Their Brightness and Sweet Hu- 
man Truthfulness — “A Royal Ex- 
change” Is Improbable, but Is Per- 
waded by Delightful Air of Romance. 


LICE BROWN’S “King’s End” 
(Houghton, Mifflin & Co.) is a story 
of unusual strength andinterest. The 
author has chosen her characters 
from a simple, transparent people 

whose every act is an expression of some 
real feeling, and so well does she handle 
them and so effectively does she weave them 
into the fabric of her little tale that the 
impression is not to be forgotten soon. 

Martin Jeffries is past master in the art 
of loving. Nancy, the object of his desire, 
so innocently capricious in her doubt as tu 
whether she shall stay with her mother or 
answer an imaginary “call” to preach, 
would, as Martin says, try the patience of 
a suint, and, besides, Martin’s bad grammar 
grates upon her sensitive ear, for one must 
know Nancy is a schoolmistress. But Mar-: 
tin is never discouraged. He is incredibly 
patient, steadfast, hopeful, even joyous at 
times.

he said to her once when he met her in the 
country road with his florid exultant whistle.

Did the book contain only this little love 
episode it would be wholly delightful, but 
there is a suggestion of tragedy in the out- 
cast Luke, and the old half-witted preacher, 
and his sister, who has given up every good 
thing of life to look after him and follow 
him in his wanderings over the country. 
These shadowy parts temper the high lights 
of the story, but they give it character and 
add materially to its merit. 


Although an improbable story, “A Royal 


Exchange,”’ by J. MacLaren Cobbon (D. Ap- 
pleton & Co), has an atmosphere of romance 
that is delightful, and the fanciful plot and 
events thereof are characterized by a 
piquancy and delicacy thatarecharming. It 
is hard to imagine an up-to-date young 
Scotch-English girl of series disposition and 
dignified mien dancing a Highland dance 
barefooted, to the piping of a lover who 
has not yet declared himself, and that lover 
a» Crown Prince. Yet Mr. Cobbon accom- 
plishes such an act with so much good taste, 
with so much of the proper feeling and 
harmony of setting, that the effect is as de- 
lectable as that of Nicolete when over the 
bend of her bare foot fell the daisies which 
she had picked with her toes. Even the 
Prince’s bringing her water and towels with 
which to wash those feet appears not un-. 
seemly until the mother arrives upon the 


scene and with her conventionalities ban- 


ishes the stray gleam of elemental feeling 
that for the moment envelops the young 
people. 

Prince Hermann, son of the King of Beo- 
tia, falls a victim to the charms of the beau- 
tiful Migs Herries-Hay, daughter of the 
English military attaché at his father's 
court, whereupon the worthy Colonel and 
his charming family are sent straightway 
back to England. Hither the love-sick 
Prince speedily follows them, and things 
come to such a pass that the Queen of Eng- 
land is appealed to. The most weighty 
influences ‘are brought to bear upon the 
young man by both the Princes of England 
and Germany, but the ardor of the Prince, 
together with the clever scheming of Mrs. 


' Herries-Hay, is proof against any state- 


craft ever thought of, and through it all 
he goes about singing deep in his throat: 
“I'd crowns resign to call her mine,’’ which 
he finally does to the horror of every royal 
family in Europe. 

It is a clever story, full of bright conversa- 
tion, and every one of its characters has a 
distinct personality that makes the book in- 
teresting from first to last.

At least it was not a ‘dramatization of a 
*“* Thee, thou, art, and dost’ book romance. 
It was a “ Thee, thou, art, and dost ” play, 
but, nevertheless, it was an honest effort 
at straightforward dramatic composition.

If Oliver Cromwell him- 
self and his gloom could have been kept in 
athe background, the romance would have 
done for the play more than it did. 

The production was convincing of one 
thing, which certainly should be pleasant 
to the mind of the theater’s management, 
the willingness of the public to help make 
the play a success. The audiences both of 
afternoon and evening were large and anx- 
fous to be enthusiastic. In the evening Mr. 
Raeder was called before the curtain at the 
conclusion of the third act by cries of *“* Au- 
thor.”” He thanked his well wishers, but 
said his play would have to speak for him. 

No little courage is required for the pro- 
duction of a new play under the auspices 
which brought “* Greater than King "’ to the 
stage. Had the public remained stolid the 
venture would have been regarded as wasted, 
but dircumstances about the test do not 
speak to that effect. Indeed, the incentive 
for other tests of new plays seems to have 
been supplied. If ‘‘ Greater than King’”’ 
proves such an opening wedge it is deserving 
of being called a success. 

Oliver Cromwell is not a familiar stage 
personage, so the mantle of novelty was 
about him last night. He did not become 
visible in the first act, which passed in the 
home of the Royalist, Sir John Maynard. 
The time was the evening of July 2, 1644, and 
the battle of Marston Moore was being 
fought in the distance. The wanton murder 
of the knight and the vow of his son, Rich- 
ard, to avenge him were the episodes of the 
act. Everything was so briefly compassed, 
violence and all, that the act had merit. 

The second act opened promisingly at an 
inn with the introduction of the Protector’s 
daughter, Elizabeth, who vowed she would 
pass herself off upon an approaching cavalier 
as the maid of the inn. The cavalier was 
Maynard, who was much pleased with the 
attentions of this Kate Hardcastle manner of 
young woman. 

The parallel to “‘ She Stoops to Conquer” 
ended when the Protector made his entrance. 
He began soon afterwards to discourse, and 
the interest went out of the act. Conspirators 
appeared at about the same time. The in- 
cluded a priest, Father Ambrose, and a 
woman, Lady Claire, built much on the pat- 
tern of Miladi of the various Dumas books 
and un-Dumas plays. Mr. Raeder made the 
serious technical error of having the woman 
and the priest lovers. The conspiracy pro- 
ceeded to an attempt on the life of Cromwell 
and to the attack of young Maynard on the 
assassin. The cavalier did not know whom 
he had aided until after he had done the bold 
act. Then he wanted to flee, but Cromwell 
asked him to take service with him. Father 
Ambrose bid him accept. 

In the third act, at Whitehall, he had be- 
come a seeming Puritan, but was keeping 
company with the conspirators, though in- 
wardly vowing he would give over revenge 
and become a lover instead. He had learned 
that the barmaid was Cromwell's daughter 
and concluded that ten years was too long 
a time for the pursuit of hatred. 

Yet he allowed himself to be compromised 
and but for Elizabeth would have been ar- 
rested as an assassin. In the last act Crom- 
well, rising above both fanaticism and 
politics, forgave the soldier and took him for 
a son-in-law. Maynard also had his 
vengeance. Appearing before the zealot, 
Duncan, the slayer of his father, disguised 
as that parent he drove the man into mad- 


ness. 


Shakspeare’s ‘‘ Richard III.,” in one of 
its numerous adaptations, was placed on 
view by the stock company at Hopkins’ 
Theater yesterday. The product was not 
Shakspeare, but it was lusty melodrama. 
Colley Cibber, the eighteenth century actor- 
dramatist, is named as the original sponsor 
of the version, but many hands have added 
touches since his day. 

King Henry VI., imprisoned and dying in 
the Tower, is a character in the play, and 
King Edward IV. has no part. Hastings 
also is left from the list of personages, artd 
so is Margaret of Anjou. The element of 
farce is introduced whenever possible. Many 
of the fime speeches of the Shakspearean 
drama have been retained, however, and 
Richard in particular is left with the greater 
part of his impressive soliloquies 

The performance yesterday afternoon was 
in keeping with the play. Richard Buhler 
was not a subtle Richard, but as a villain 
of melodrama he met every ideal his au- 
ditors seemed to have. Richmond was 
played by Carl Smith Searle. The conflict 
between Richard and Richmond on Bos- 
worth field was fierce enough to please even 
the gallery occupants. Lawrence Hanley 
was the impersonator of Henry VI., Jessa- 
line Rogers appeared as Lady Anne, and 
Lillian Mortimer as Queen Elizabeth. 

For once the Shakspearean drama and 
modern vaudeville were on close terms. The 
vaudeville entertainers filled the gaps be- 
tween acts. 

Hoyt’s “A Trip to Chinatown,” with Harry 
Gilfoil at the head of the company, had 
enough attractive power yesterday afternoon 
to crowd the Great Northern Theater despite 
the rivaling influence of the St. Patrick's 
day parade. 

James Jeffries, in the réle of a Montana 
Sheriff, was at once the hero and the heavy 
man of the melodrama, “‘A Man from the 
West,’ at the Academy Theater yesterday.

Two New Plays to Be Seen This Week— 
“ Price of Peace ”’ Thursday 
Night. 


New York, March 17.—[{Special.]—This 
week brings two new plays to New York, 
“The Shades of Night,"’ a fantastic conceit 
in one act, will be put on as an after piece 
to the ** Lash of a Whip’’ at the Lyceum.

MORE CONSOLIDATIONS ARE LIKE- 
LY TO FOLLOW STEEL DEAL. 


Spread of the Combination Principle 
Probable After Merger of the Steel 
Companies Is Completed — General 


Business Situation Unchanged— 


Wholesale Lines Have Excellent. 


Trade—Enormous Volume of Iron 
Business. 


The organization of the new United States 
steel corporation, which is gradually ap- 
proaching consummation, is likely to be foi- 
lowed by greater consolidations in other 
lines. The policy which is being pursued 
with the steel companies will attract the 
gttention of promoters to other industries 
yet in the control of more-than one corpora- 
tion. One of the men who are leading factors 
in the steel combination is reported to lave 
said a year ago that the next large profits 
for promoters would appear in the reor- 

ization of “‘trusts’’ which had been put 
together in the first place On an unsafe basis 
und consequently had proved financial fail- 


ures. 

In the railroad world further evidence of 
the pian of the controlling interests in New 
York to bring all the important companies 
together in a community of ownership is 
being furnished constantly. The last trans- 
action reported is in the Burlington road. 

Among the industrial properties the steel 
combination leads all the others that could 
be made in the future. Another which is in 
process of settling now is in the smelting in- 
austry. Frequently large corporations in 
different industrial lines are buying individ- 
ual plants which are competing in small 
districts and thus enlarge their business. 

The arrangements for the steel combing- 

fon are working a little more slowly than 
some people ahticipated. Minority stock- 
holders of all the companies have not been 
pacified yet. It is expected that large 
amounts of the securities of the different 
companies interested ‘will be deposited in 
New York the first day of this week. 

General business continues about the same, 
unaffected by any of the changes under way 
in the railroad companies or the steel in- 
dustry. The largest transactions ever un- 
dertaken in the country are watched by all 
business interests, and some disposition is 
still displayed to wait for the final end of the 
steel combination. 

The money market shows continued ease, 
and the low rates have led banks into in 
vestment buying bonds. This has contrib- 
uted steadily to the strength and activity of 
the bond, market. 


Fine Wholesale Business. 


The last week was a period of excellent 
business in about all wholesale lines which 
supply the trade requirement of the territory 
adjacent to this market. Goods of various kinds 
for immediate use were ordered in liberal quanti- 
ties, while a still larger number of orders were 
booked, to be filled as. soon as the early summer 
trade shall have opered. 

No disturbances of any particular note took place 
in a price way. Raw coffee has tended quite stead- 
ily downward, but the deliveries most affected 
were of a purely speculative character. The sta- 
ples generally remain steady. Clothing and all 
apparel are to a certain extent feeling the effects 
of particularly backward weather, but it is figured 
that when summer trade doés come it will be in 
volume to make up for any delay in current move- 
ment. Footwear is one of the lines disastrously af- 
fected for the moment, though manufacturers say 
they are penny supplied with orders for future 
delivery. umber lines are having something of 
a boom, activity in a shipping ‘ee to country Sainte 
being especially pronounced, It is the annual 
preperation for spring bwilding operations. Marked 
activity in window glass is also one of the signs 
that a big business is expected with the advent of 
warm weather. Prices advanced 25 per cent dur- 
ing the week. Amother is scheduled for May 1. 
Orders for paints and oils are also ahead of a 
year’s business at the corresponding date.

Locally the coal situation is.steady, though dis- 
turbed conditions continue at the Eastern points of 
production.

The leading manufacturers of 
iron ‘and steel are impressing upon their sales de- 
partments the necessity of care in booking addi- 
tiohal business. Pittsburg manufacturers particu- 
larly are advising their agents here to refrai 
from solicit ers, a8 they are falling so fa 
behind in making deliveries that in jtistice to their 
consumers they are obliged to endeavor to catch

STOCK MARKET IS STRONGER. 


Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Leads 
Aggressive Trading with Sensa- 
tional Advance in Wall Street. 


(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 


NEW YORK, March 16.—[{Special.)—The 
stock market today was aggressively strong 
and reflected active leadership by powerful 
interests and further pressure of investment cap- 
ital, The dealings were well distributed, and in 
the two hours of business rose to the average pro- 
portions of a full day’s operations. The trading 
in bonds was also considerably above the usual 
ratio of activity for a half holiday, and in this de- 
partment continued strength was also discernible. 

The condition’ noted unquestionably bore the im- 
print of the renewed interest.on the bull side of 
the account by the important Western speculative 
contingent, whose views regarding the securities 
markets have been shaped by knowledge of the

tems that center at Chicago. 

The abundance of money throughout the country, 
favorable prospects for the winter wheat crop, 
large export demand for cereals, strength of the 
iron and steel markets, and important beneficial 
results to the railroads of the many combinations 
that have been perfected or are in progress are 
fully appreciated by operators at the great West- 
ern financial centers. . 

It is an old axiom that Chicago, whatever mis- 
takes it may make in other speculative operations, 
is always right on the grangers. 


The feature of the entire market was a sensa- 
tional advance on exceptionally largé transacations 
in Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, which was 
accompanied by r€ports of a contest for the control 
of the property between some of the largé present 
holders of the company’s securities and powerful 
railroad capitalists. 

It has been a subject of daily'comment that a

Quincy stock was in progress, and rumor today 
reiterated the probability of a guarantee of a sub- 
santial increase in the dividend, 


Chicago, Burlington d Quincy led the entire 
Market in extent of triding, the transactions In 
it exceeding 84,000 shares, and the stock made an 
extreme advance of 6 points, touching the highest 
price recorded in late years. At a reaction of a 
point from the best figure, it closed 5% per cent 
higher than yesterday. 

The movement in this stock sympathetically af- 
fected a number of other high priced shares, and 
advances, Which extended to over é4 points in Chi- 
cago and Northwestern, were recorded in Illinols 
Central, Rock Island, New York Central, and Con- 
solidated Gas, Other material improvements were 
made in Chi and Eastern Illinois, 
Southern, New York, Chicago and St. Louis issues, 
Union Pacific common, Minneapolis and St. Louis 
common, and Louisville and Nashville. The ex- 
treme gain of 4 per cent was in the first named. 
Louisville and Nashville rose to the highest price 
of the year. 


‘The tron and steel shares were only moderately 
active, but displayed an improved tone. Advances 
were recorded in this group of a point or more in 
American Steel Hoop common, Federal Steel com- 
mon, National Steel common and preferred, and 
National Tube issues. In the outside market 
United States Steel corporation stocks, when is- 
sued, were more active than for some time past 
at advancing prices, The common rose to 30% and 
the preferred to 84%. 

It is learned on undoubted authority that the ex- 
tensive Rockefeller iron properties are to be merged 
into the United States Steel corporation.

LONDON MARKETS DISMAL 


MONOTONY THE MAIN FEATURE 
OF MONEY SITUATION. 


One Week Much Like Another and Bill 
Brokers Busy Speculating on Past 
Experiences, Which Do Not Fit the 
Conditions—Rumors of Peace and 
New State of Affairs Bring Out 
Many New Enterprises Needing 


‘Capital. 


{Special Cable to the New York Times and The 
Chicago Tribune by A. J, V’ilson.] 

LONDON, March 17.—We are still twirling 
our thumbs and waiting on events, and one 
week {is like another in the money market. 
It begins with an effort on the part of the 
bill brokers to drive the bank rate down an- 
other 4% per cent. Wednesday sees this ef- 
fort exhausted and the brokers in a state 
of repentance. They bought bills at 103% 
per cent on Monday,,and Tuesday thought 
this hardly judicious; on Wednesday and 
by the end of the week it is doubted whether 
it is wise to discount under 3% per cent while 
working at 3%. The same stereotyped course 
appears to be our destiny for weeks to come, 
because the market is totally unable to 
divest itself of the habit of reasoning from 
ordinary past experience. Always when the 
end of the financlal year approaches money 
grows scarce in the open market through 
the heaping up of the revenue in the Bank of 
England. 


Old Routine Now Fails. 

By the end of March the government 
balances frequently rose to £16,000,000 or £17,- 
000,000, and even £18,000,000. It followed that 
when the new financial year began and divi- 
dends together with the accumulation of de- 
partmental debts came to be paid the mar- 
ket was drowned by excess of credits, even 
after paying back the £5,000,000 or £6,000,000 
or more the March scarcity forced it to bor- 
row from the bank. It will be the same 
this year, the dealers in credit have been ar- 
guing, and hitherto it has been useless to 
contradict them. All along I have said 
that this year is not as other years, first, be- 
cause the government will never be able 
to accumulate its balanees on the old scale, 
and next because its additional demands 
upon credit promise to be so heavy within a 
month or two as to keep the market on the 
average shockingly hard up. 


Colonies Now Borrowers. 

Look at the experience of Victoria, the 
best behaved in recent years of all our Aus- 
tralian colonies. 

After the knock-down blow it received in 
1893 by the failure of several of its banks 
and the general upset of all its interests it 
tried to economize, and did so in a modest 
degree. When money was required beyond 
the revenue its governmept borrowed the de- 
posits in the savings banks and raised loans 
in Melbourne. As trade was bad the local 
controllers of capital were glad enough of 
lend, and Victoria therefore kept out of the 
London money market. This week, however, 
it is obliged to appeal to the British investor 
for £3,000,000 because old bonds to that 
amount’ fall in for repayment on July 1. 
The new stock is a 3 per cent, running nearly 
fifty years, and endowed by the recent law 
with the dignity of trustee security in the 
United Kingdom.

TEXT IN-HARRISON’S 


SEVERAL MINISTERS PREACH ON 
THE EX-PRESIDENT. 


Ur. Gunsaulus Delivers a Glowing Eu- 
logy, Holding Up the Suabject as 
Worthy the Imitation and Emula- 
tien of A2l Young Men—D. F. Fox 
Speaks of Religious Traits—Dr. No- 
ble Talks of Willingness to Forego 

- Personal Exaltation for Country. 


Benjamin Harrison was pictured as one of 
the greatest Americans by the Rev. Frank 
Gunsaulus yesterday morning in his sermon 
before the congregation of Central] Church. 
The characteristics of the late President of 
the United States were portrayed in a glow- 
ing eulogy as worthy of the imitation of all 
young men to whom the welfare of their 
country and their fellow-men was an object. 
The enduring quality of General Harrison's 
character was, in Dr. Gunsaulus’ ee his 
most noteworthy trait. 

“ We look upon him as that type of atates- 
man,” said Dr. Gunseulus, “ who - never 
bowed to the dictates of capital nor heeded 
the cry of anarcny. All through his ca- 
reer, as citizen, soldier, statesman, and Chief 
Magistrate of the nation, he found time, not- 
withstanding his obligations to the public, 
for prayer. Benjamin Harrison endured. 
That was his chief characteristic. 

“Harrison was not a genius. He had no 
special qualification, but he had a marvelous- 
ly complete consonance of power. The won- 
der of the man is that he excelled in all the 
gualities that go to make a man great, and 
that he had them in symmetrical propor- 
tions. There is no greatness but the great- 
ness in which a man forgets himself, and if 
there ever was.a man in America in whom 
this trait was prominent it was Benjamin 
Harrison. 

“ Harrison had a lofty conception of God’s 
plan for making this world what it should be. 

“No man better than he saw the invisible 
power in man to endure, and so he went 
ahead enlarging his character until his life 
burst forth in one of righteousness. We shall 
stand in the presence of our fathers before 
we find a man who was more capable of 
appreciating the possibilities of this life.”’ 

Dr. Gunsaulus spoke in admiration of 
Miami College, in which Harrison received 
instruction in his youth, and where he was 
a classmate of David Swing and others. 

“He is the greatest American,”’ Dr. Gun- 
saulus concluded, “‘ who believes most in the 
power of self government. Today I look at 
this audience in which are so many young 
men, and I bring to them a picture of this 
great American—Benjamin Harrison. ‘ What 
is to become of America?’ was once asked of 
Harrison, and his answer was: ‘ The fate of 
the Christian church is the fate of the United 
States.. ‘Today I present him before you 
and ask of you that kind of loyalty and 
Americanism which Harrison exhibited 
throughout his career.”’ 

n in His Life. 

The Rev. G. F..Fox in California Avenue 
Congregational Church spoke of General 
liarrison in a similar way. 

* Lives of such molding influence do not 
gtow in the evil of doubt,”’ said Dr. Fox. 
“Brain gifted and having the legacy of an 
honored ancestry, he relied not on his fam- 
ily or his name, but, adding industry to raw 
materials, he achieved a career of surpassing 
splendor by dint of toil and faith in God. 

“It was not an accident nor the prestige 
of @ great name that lifted him among the 
heights. Ue converted desires into deeds, 
pians into actions, and in the midst of thrift 
und industry believed that he was fulfilling 
the purposes of almighty God. 

“What a great line of noble men and de- 
yoted patriots our Presidents have been. 
No equal number of Kings and Emperors can 
begin to compare with them, man for man, 
in all the elements of brave intelligence, 
progressive patriotic manhood. To us has 
come the richest legacy ever handed down 
ty the descendants of any nation.” 


True to His Conscience. 

Dr. F. A. Noble of the Union Park Congre- 
“gational Church referred to ex-President 
Harrison. ‘“‘ Why is it he has such a hold 
upon the people, and will be in receipt of 
encomiums in pulpits today all over the 
land?’ said Dr. Noble. “It is because he 
Was true to his conscience, because he was 
willing to forego personal exaltation rather 
than advance men to office against a com- 
promise with conscience.” 


Perpetual Example of Americanism. 

In his sermon at the First Methodist 
Church Dr. John P. Brushingham referred to 
the death of ex-President Harrison, saying 
other things: 

* Benjamin Harrison was a great student, 
% great lawyer, a great orator, anda great 
statesman. President, soldier, lawmaker, 
\ Christian gentleman, and philanthropist, 
adieu and farewell. He was the most dis- 
tinguished citizen of his own State and 


-? one of the most illustrious sons of the repub- 


lic. Both in public and in private life he was 
model man, an ideal American, and an ideal 
Republican. His soul: was like a star and 
Gweit apart. Greater than his statesman- 
Ship, greater than his military glory, or his 
Presidency was his simple, pure, genuine 
manhood—a perpetual example of the possi- 
bilities of our Americanism.” 


SEES DANGER IN PROSPERITY. 


Dr. P. H. Swift Preaches the Third Ser- 
_ mon on “ Heroes and Heroines, An- 
cient and Modern.” 


Last evening Dr. P.“H. Swift, pastor of 
Wesley Methodist Episcopal Church, spoke 
on the theme, *“ The Man Who Was Pious 
in Prosperity.’’ This was the third sermon 
in the series which he is delivering on the 
general theme, *“‘ Heroes and Heroines, An- 
client and Modern.”’ 

“ There is danger in prosperity,’ said Dr. 
Swift. “Riches bring great temptations. 
The inheritance of power is liable to make 
One hard, cruel, and unsympathetic. He is 
@ strong man who can preserve a warm 
heart, a generous manner, a democratic 
Spirit, simplicity of manners, a clear con- 
ecience, true faith, a spiritual eye, a pure 
heart, clean hands, and a white life when 
She sun of prosperity and power is shining 
upon him. 

“ History is crowded with names of men 
Who have been ruined by power. Hazeal, 
Jehu, Nero, and Napoleon are only types. 
Joseph could be prosperous in every condi- 
'tion. He did not forget God when he was 
Piinged into the darkness of Egy ptian 
Slavery. Power did not turn his head and 
meart when he was called to sit upon a 
throne. He was a man whom adversity 
could not break,nor prosperity turn. Favorite 
Sons too frequently have become leeches 
Father than a benediction to the race. In- 
Gulgence and extravagance are the ruin of 
Many, made rich by the self-denial and 
sacrifice of their fathers."’

INSURANCE AFPAIRS. 


Secretary Holmes of the National Local 
Agents’ association is said to be determined 
to push the local agents license bill in the 
illinois Legislature without reference to ac- 
tion which the Illinois,Association of Local 
Agents may take. The following is a synop- 


sis of the bill: 

Section 1. That every citizen of this stat® who, 
for himself or for another person or persons, 
whether incorporated or not, shall solicit insur- 
ance against loss or damage by fire or other cas- 
ualty to property located in whole or in part in 
this State, from any one interested therein, either 
directly or indirectly, shall pay the fee and procure 
his individual license as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. The fee required to be paid by the pro- 
visions of this act shall be an annua! individual fee 
in the sum of $25, and shall be paid to the Insurance 
Superintendent annually in advance on or before 
the Ist day of January of each and every year after 
this act takes effect. 

Section 3. Upon the payment of the fee required 
to the Insurance Superintendent he shall issue a 
license to the said citizen, authorizing such citizen 
to solicit insurance against loss or damage by fire 
or other casualty to property located in this State, 


subject to certain specified restrictions. 

Section 4. On the renewal of any license to any 
citizen as Kereinbefore provided, the said citizen 
shall file with the Insurance Superintendent a state- 
ment under oath in which he shall affirm that he 
has not during the term of any previous license 
violated any of the provisions of this act without 
baving paid the penalty therefor as hereinafter pro- 


vided. 


Section Opposes Cut Rates. 

Section 5. That no citizen who shall be licensed 
under the provisions of this act nor any representa- 
tive of any insurance company authorized to do 
business in this State, shall make or permit any 
distinction or discrimination between insurable 
property of the same class and hazard in the estab- 
lished and published rates for such insurance, nor 
shall any licensed solicitor or agent charge, collect, 
demand, or recefie any greater or less compensa- 
tion from one insurant than from another for a like 
service in insuring the same class and hazard of 
property; nor shall any such solicitor or agent, nor 
anyone in his behalf, pay or offer to pay, or allow 
to any unlicensed person from whom he may solicit 
or receive orders for insurance, any special rebate, 
‘or premium, or any special favor or advantage. 
nor divide nor offer to divide his commission with 
any such unlicensed person. 

Section 6. Provides for punishment for violation 


of the law. 
Section 7. When the Insurance Superintendent 


shall have satisfactory proof that any insurance 
company, agent, broker, or licensed solicitor 
authorized to do business in this State, hase vio- 
lated any section of this act, tre shall revoke the 
license of said company, agent, broker, or solicitor, 
or both, for a period of no less than six months. 
This act shall take effect and be in farce on and 


after Dec. 81, 1901. 
Local agents are still divided. President

The report of the Fire Patrol committee 
which has been recently issued shows that 
during the last year the premiums received 
on Chicago business amounted to $6,715,320 
and the insurance loss to $3,080,054, of which 
$1,140,083 was on buildings and $1,939,971 
on contents.

Fraternal Societies Show Increase. 

The Minnesota fraternal societies had the | 
best year in their history last year, and in- 
creased their membership and the amountof 
life insurance 25 per cent. 

The reports of all the companies have not 
been received by the State Insurance depart- 

ment, but the fifty-eight societies reported 
represent an insurance of $132,787,150, 
against $113,056,150 in 1899 by the same com- 
panies. The number of certificates in force 
was increased from 73,699 to 89,067. The busi- 
ness of the societies, which are strictly Min- 
nesota institutions, increased from $9,109,500 
to $10,691,200. 


INSURANCE MEN DECLINE RISK. 


Companies Refuse to Write Policies 
Against Losses by Burglars in Three 
Districts of the City. 


There are three prohibited districts In Chi- 
cago in which burglary insurance companies 
will take no risks, notwithstanding the ef- 
forts of the Police department to protect 
property. 

The largest district is bounded by State 
street, from Jackson boulevard to Forty- 
ninth street, west on Forty-ninth street to 
Ashland avenue, north on Ashland avenue 
to Twenty-second street, east to Halsted 
street, and north to Jackson boulevard. The 
President of one of the largest burglary in- 
surance companies declares that his company 
never wrote a policy in this district on which 
it did not have a loss sooner or later. 

On the North Side the keep off district 
is bounded by the lake, the river, State street 
on the west, and Ohio street on the north. 
The third district lies in the Northwest sec- 
tion\pf the city and, runs from Lake street and 
Milwaukee avenue, on the latter to Noble 
street, north to Diversey street, east to Wells 
street, and south on Wells to the river again. 

Within the prohibited districts there are 
many dark streets, the residences generally 
are of the poorer class, thieves are numerous, 
and police protection inadequate. 


‘TALKS OF HOLINESS MEETINGS. 


Frank De Witt Talmage Says the Evan- 
gelists Are Too Noisy, but Presby- 
terians Err in Opposite Direction. 


The holiness convention was discussed by 
the Rev. Frank De Witt Talmage in Jeffer- 
son Park Presbyterian Church yesterday. 
In the course of hissermon Mr. Talmage said 
of the evangelists: 

** First, the charge is made that they make 
too much noise. Aye, the greatest pan- 
demonium which ever reigned in a negro | 
revival of the South is tame compared to 
their physical, vocal, and hysterical excite- 
ment. 41 said to myself, Which service ts 
the more absurd? This gymnastic mani- 
festation of a lot of evangelical fishmongers 
or the stolidity and frigidity of the members 
of an orthodox Presbyterian Church. 

** We have heard just as much noise onthe 
Produce Exchange during a financial panic 
as here. Certainly, if we feel that the great- 
est achievement of the age is the salvation 
of an immortal soul, we would get as much 
excited as a few brokers struggling in a pit 
do over a few dollars. Yes, from that holi- 
nese convention the orthodox churches can 
well learn the iesson of holy enthusiasm.” 


GIVES HINT T0 CARNEGIE. 


CHICAGO SUGGESTED FOR HIS 
CONSIDERATION. 


PSecretary Wickersham of Public Li- 

‘brary Board Sees Possibilities Here 
Within Reach of the Millionaire 
Philanthropist—Believes Great Good 
Could Be Accomplished Through 
Establishment of Branch Stations 
and Reading-Rooms. 


William B. Wickersham, secretary of the 
Chicago Public Library, says he wishes 
some person would suggest to Andrew Car- 
ncgie the possibilities there are in building 
branch libraries and reading-rooms for Chl- 
cago. The amount of money now spent in 
placing reading-rooms in different parts of 
the city where they are accessible to the 
people is extremely small. Attractive read- 
ing-rooms, located with careful reference tu 
the needs of the city, Mr. Wickersham be- 
licves, would furnish a substitute for sa- 
locus and other places of amusement which 
sccial workers say will only disappear when 
something comes to take their place. 

Mr. Wickersham says he knows of no in- 
tention on the part of the Library board to 
interest Mr. Carnegie in Chicago, but thinks 
it would be a good thing. Another meeting 
of the board will not be held until March 28. 

“One of the finest things that could be 
done in library work in Chicago,’ said Mr. 
Wickersham, ** would be to establish branch 
libraries where there should be a special 
room for children in charge of a competent 
person. A person who understands children 
could be of great benefit in helping to select 
the reading and in making the place pleas- 
ant for the little ones. 

‘*Chicago now has six reading-rooms in 
different parts of the city, which are weil 
patronized. The rental of the stations from 
~hich books are distributed, the cost of 
transporting them to and from the library, 
and other expenses amounted to $19,687 
last year. While it would cost a_ larger 
amount to maintain branch Hbraries, if Mr. 
Carnegie should remember Chicago the peo- 
ple would not hesitate long, I believe, to ac- 
cept such a gift. A mill added to one year's 
taxes would buy the sites and a small in- 
crease in our appropriation would provide 
for the maintenance.”’ 


OBJECTS TO CHICAGO, “ILL.” 


Citizen Rises in Protest Against Having 
His Municipality Given State Desig- 
nation on Hotel Register. . 


A resident of Chicago, stopping temporari- 
ly in Hot Springs, Ark., who signs himself 
A. D. Citizen,’ sends a vigorous protest 
to TuHp TRIBUNE against any representative 
of this city who humilates it by placing 
“TH.” after the word Chicago on a hotel 
register or a letter.

MRS. ZWEIK RECOVERS SLOWLY. 


Strong Constitution May Save Defiance, 
0., Woman Who Took Carbolic Acid 
at Saratoga Hotel. 


Mrs. Annie Zweik, who attempted to com- 
mit suicide on Saturday night at the Sara- 
toga Hotel by taking carbolic acid, was re- 
ported somewhat better yesterday, but is not 
yet out of danger, according to the attending 
physician, who remains with her constantly. 
Mrs. Zweik’s husband, Samuel Zweik, who 
travels for a New York haberdasher, also is 
with her, lending what assistance he can to 
the physician and nurse to restore his wife 
to her accustomed health. 

It was learned yesterday that Mrs. Zweik 
is the daughter of Amos Shock, a merchant of 
Defiance, O., whom she was visiting while 
her husband was away onatrip. Mr. Zweik 
expected her to remain there until his re- 
turn, but she decided otherwise and sudden- 
ly came to Chicago. It also developed that 
she made an earlier attempt to end her life 
on Saturday, but the carbolic acid was taken 
from her by her husband. | 

** While Mrs. Zweik’s chances for recovery 
are a littl more than even,’’ said Dr. W. L. 
Tallman last night, ‘‘ it} hardly can be said 
that she is out of danger. Her strong con- 
stitution and perfect physique have kept her 
alive, and I have hopes that she will recover.”’
